and dangerous proposal. It strikes 
at the very root of accepted Ameri- 
can principles in government. Br- 
fore we consider any such course 
let’s pause to remind ourselves of 
several facts of our past and current 
history. Let's recall, for example: 

That slone. among the greater na- 
tions of earth, our country has 
retained its form of government un- 
changed during the past century 

That much of the permanence and 
success of its government has been 
attributed to the system of check: 
and balances between executive 
judicial and legislative branches 
and between the states and Wash- 
ington. It Is based on the principle 
that the right of the people and: 
the states to govern themselves shall . 
not be usurped by central authority 

That under our form of Rovern- 
ment America has enjoyed a larger 
share of happiness and prosperity 
than any other nation. 

That none of the nations which in 
recent years have shifted to the 
newer forms now popular in Europe 
have achieved anything that can be 
envied by the American people. 

And finally: 

That whatever passing benefits 
various odd experiments may offet 
a favored few, they do not hold the 
solution of our problems.
